Dixon, of ab ou t as sharp a lot of police 
officials as ever dropped on a thief. 
Woodyatt, Stainb rook, 
Matthews and 
Ball; they all work in harmony with most 
excellent resu lts; got some sort of an ink­ 
ling that a gang of pickpockets were 
coming ou t from Chicago du ring the sol­ 
diers’ reu nion and light down on this 
city as the plagu e of locu sts came down 
and destroyed Egypt. One of the first real 
intimations came when the officials were 
notified that several ladies had b een rob ­ 
b ed of money, satchels, and su ch articles 
as the thieves cou ld pick from the car 
seats, and in.the waiting rooms at the de­ 
pots, when no one was looking. 
That 
was early Tu esday morning. 
The shenff, 
city marshal and their depu ties, Stain- 
b rook and Ball, then commenced getting 
in their work. 
To find ou t and '.spot the 
thieves was the first job at hand; and that 
was not an easy one. 
One of the officers 
in starting in on this work watched the 
cars. 
As soon as a train arrived at the 
depot that day the officer wou ld step into 
a car and take a seat ju st as thou gh he 
was ab ou t to start u pon a jou rney and in 
a short time in wou ld come one of the 
sneak thieves looking in every seat, as he 
passed throu gh, for an estray satchel, u m ­ 
b rella, or some article worth stealing. By 
the rascal’s movements the officer wou ld 
soon spot his man and thu s it was that 
most of the pickpockets who came here 
to rob the soldiers were 
recognized. 
Three chaps, who were b eing officially 
watched, came from the depot into the 
town and then went b ack and took a rest 
on the grou nd east of the North-Western 
station.

No evidence was b rou ght against 
the rascals for the simple reason that the 
officers kindly and thou ghtfu lly gathered 
them in b efore they had time to steal 
anything of mu ch accou nt. 
Tu esday 
night a traveling man at the Nachu sa left 
his room door u nlocked and a thief took 
his watch; b u t generally speaking the 
people of Dixon were b y these prompt ar­ 
rests saved mu ch loss. 
It was a pointed 
illu stration of the adage that “ a stitch in 
time saves nine;” for fifteen b u rglars 
tu rned loose in orr city might have cau sed 
mu ch loss of property and perhaps life. 
The thieves were tu rned ou t yesterday 
with a promise that they wou ld shake the 
du st of ou r city from their feet and de 
part in peace, and each and every one o 
them was glad to accept the compromise 
and they all took the first trains away. 
Indeed several of them remarked tha* 
they “had no u se for this town.” 
Not 
one of them will prob ab ly again yisit 
Dixon, b eing already too well known 
here, and thu s it is where the b enefits of 
su ch prompt ac“*on on the pa-t of police­ 
men comes in. 
These thieves will fu rth­ 
ermore tell aU their gang that Dixon is a 
poor place for thieves to get in their work 
withou t detection b y the officials.

Gen, Smith glanced at the b ill and

sent to my room, and have no right to 
charge corkage on it,'

A Glimpse o f Dickens. 
My personal acquaintance wkh the 
great novelist was to b elong only to the 
last, season of his life. 
But "what a 
picture of kindness and interest it 
leaves. 
He had a home in London for 
the season. 
Fresh from the fascina­ 
tion of private theatricals at Sir Percy 
Shelley’s pretty theater among the 
Buncomb e pines, xvhore one of Dickons’ 
daughters had, like myself, b een among 
the players, I met him for the first 
time at dinner on tho exmning after I 
b ad left thorn. 
He xvas at once deeply 
interested in a history of the proceed­ 
ings, particularly in the tremendous 
melodrama which had b een the chief 
article in tb o b ills of fare. 
It w'as 
called “Carlmillion,” and had b een se­ 
lected b y our kindly host and manager 
(now the halo of that same majority 
circles the 
name of Shelley, too,) 
chiefly b ecause of tlio xvild variety of 
trap doors, thunder storms, cutlass en- 
c-motors, and illicit stills which per- 
vaded that extraordinary ploy, tho 
work, I b elieve, of tho lato ingenious 
Mr. Fitzb all, 
Sir Percy reveled in 
mechanical appliances of all kinds and 
looked after them all himself. Dickens 
enjoyed “Cnrlmillian” at second b and 
like a b ov, the more as b e said he had 
fancied that he know the name of every 
ncxv play that had b eeu acted for years 
(melodrama of tho higher kinds was 
lii.s pet passion), b ut that this strange- 
named pirate was entirely new to li.m. 
So much, however, did the train of 
thought suggested fire the old play 
spirit in the man that it came ab out 
that the Inst mmtlis of his life xvere to 
b e associated onco more xvith the art 
lie had loved and practiced so well. 
“What a pity you write these things,” 
said some old prompter to him onco 
more over Martin or Nicholas—“such 
an actor as you would have b een!” It 
xvas at Charles Dickens’ suggestion tb at 
some of us, his daughter included, cast 
and mounted a little two-act drama for 
performance at one of Lady F.’s enter­ 
tainments at Cromwell House. 
He 
meant at tirst to take a part himself, 
b ut the lameness from which ho xvas 
suffering, xvhich, alas! was the token of 
the end, prevented him from fee..ng 
equal to it. 
But he superintended anil 
managed tho whole tiling, and re­ 
hearsed with us ex’ery day at his house 
till wo migrated to tho scene of the 
performance. 
His interest xvas koen 
and young as ex’er, and he threw him­ 
self into every part with each actor in 
turn in a xvay not to b e forgotten. 
It 
xvas an oilil play, if of a sob erer com­ 
plexion than “Carlmiihan,” and I don’t 
quite know why xve chose it; b ut it 
served. 
To me it fell to enact an Aus­ 
trian b anker of such mysterious pro­ 
clivities that one day I asked our 
director xvhy he didn’t give mo as many 
hints as to some of the others. 
“Oh! you’ll b e all right,” he said. 
“But, Mr. Dickens, at least tell mo 
if my part is comic or tragic.” 
“God only knows, my dear b oy” (with 
such a twinkle). 
“Play it whichever 
way you feel 
to-night .” — Herma n 
Meriva le, in Temp le T*a r. 


Banks. 
There are sex’eral kinds of b anks in 
the xvorld. 
Those oftenest alluded to 
generously alloxv you to deposit your 
money with them and take care of it for 
you, some of them taking care that you 
never get it b ack again. 
There are various xvavs of getting 
money out of a b ank. 
One is to draw 
a check on tho b ank; another to draw a 
revolver on the cashier. 
The latter 
xvas the favorite method employed b y 
the lamented Jessie James, and the 
draft was promptly honored, as a gen­ 
eral thing. 
When a corporation w’islies to open a 
b ank it takes out a charter, b ut a 
b urglar takes out a jimmy. 
It is a line thing to have a b ig b alance 
in a solvent b unk. 
Like an old b oot it 
is eisy to draw on. 
But if the b ank b e 
shaky a depositor needs a clear head to 
avoid losing his b alance. 
If you want your noto discounted 
any b ank will attend to it for you. 
, They may require some little form to 
'b e gono through with first, such as the 
autograph of some wealthy man in the 
neiglil orliood neatly written on the 
b ack of it, not necessarily for pub lica­ 
tion, b ut as a guarantee of good faith; 
b ut this is a more matter of form, 
though you xvill find yourself in b ad 
form at tho b ank if you neglect it. 
Tho savings b anks of the country 
have b een of great b enefit to the poor. 
The poor, as is xvell known, are liab le 
to squander tlio vast sums of money in­ 
dividually, b ut savings b anks take their 
lo* s * change and invost it for them, 
sometimes in the most permanent man­ 
ner. 
In thousands of instances the 
poor have put every cent they had in a 
savings b ank, xvliose officers have in­ 
vested it so skillfully that the depositors 
have never seen it again. 
The b ank 
officers thereb y remove the temptation 
to spend it 
And they also remove 
themselves when exposure comes and 
the neighb orhood gets too hot for them. 
Canada groans with them now. 
The b inks of Nexvfoundla id are cele­ 
b rated the xvorld over. 
They receive 
vast deposits of fog—-b anks of fog-et- 
me-nots, as it xvere. 
Then there are 
th(i b anks and b raes of Bonny Doon 
that Burns sings of. 
Tho b raes xvould 
seem to indicate that there was a mule 
pasture in the immediate vicinity. 
Faro b anks are plentiful in our 1 irge 
cities, and they receive extensive de­ 
posits. 
The depositors are fre pientlv 
mere chips of fellows xvlio not only put 
in their oxvn earnings b ut occasionally 
act as agents for their employers in de­ 
positing funds b elonging to them, v th- 
out consulting them in the “matter, 
however. 
Finally there are b anks of care and 
troub le, and xve cannot expect to l>e 
free from them until xve have crossed 
the Jordan’s stormy b anks. — Texa s 
S iftin g s, 


BITS OF SCIENCE. 


A n e w theory of the final destructiot 
of the earth is that the polar ice is pen* 
etrating the interior of the glob e like ft 
wedge, and that as soon as it rcachei 
the furnace there xvill b e an explosion 
that will split the xvorld into pieces toe 
small for truck-patchc*. 


O n e who claims to liax e tried it 
sa y t 
rub b er may b e fastened to iron b y 
means of a paint composed of powdered 
shellac steeped in ab out ten times its 
xveiglit of concentrated ammonia. 
It 
should b o allowed to stand three or foul 
xveoks b efore b eing used, 
I t is often desirab le to make excava­ 
tions for pipes in very cold weather, 
when the earth is frozen. 
Quicklime 
has b een tried for thawing the surface 
with success. 
The ground to b e dug is 
covered with alternate layers of lime 
and snow. 
The slacking lhno heats the 
soil so effectually that after ten or 
fifteen hours it may b e removed xvitb 
ease. 


“B r o w n i n g ” oranges grown in the 
West Indies and Mexico, so that they 
shall pass muster as real Florida fruit, 
is the device of an enterprising Yankee. 
The process consists of putting the 
fruit into a largo sieve and passing it 
over a hot fire until the oranges con­ 
tained therein are sufficiently scorched, 
technically “b rowned,” to give them 
the true Florida tinge which is peculiar 
to 
that 
delicious 
orange. 
The 
“b roxvned” fruit is mostly 
shipped 
north and xvest. 
M. L t one r, an Austrian meteorolo­ 
gist, claims to hax'o ascertained, after 
careful investigation, that tho moon has 
an influence on a magnetized needle, 
varying with its phases and declina­ 
tions. 
The phenomenon is said to lie 
more prominently noticeab lo xvlion the 
moon is near the earth, and to b e very 
marked when she is passing from the 
full to her first or second quarter. The 
disturb ances arc found to b e at tb eir 
maximum when tho moon is in the 
plane of the equator, and greater during 
tho southern that it is during the 
northern declination. 


G a l t o n has pointed out some x’ery 
curious facts concerning the children 
of professional men.

The 
clergy gave origin to six times as many 
idiots, and feeb le-rniniled as tho law­ 
yers. 


P r o f. T r o w b r i d g e’s plan of sub ma­ 
rine telephony in which speech xvas to 
b o transmitted b etween vessels at sea 
xvithout the aid of any connecting xvire 
lias b een ab andoned as impracticab le, 
as the system upm xvhich Mr. Edison 
has b een experimenting in Florida is 
more promising of good results. 
In 
this system the telephone signals, b y 
long and short explosive sounds instead 
of b y spoken words and communica­ 
tions, have 1 ecn successfully exchanged 
through the water 
b etwee \ vessels 
from three to four miles apart, with the 
prospect that tho working lim;t may b e 
increased xvith improx-ement in the ap­ 
paratus. 


G r a b s, xvhich are supposed to shed 
their shells every year, do not offer 
slied them afier they have alt lined theii 
full size, and tho creatures b ecome xuc* 
tirns to b arnacle x and all sorts of marine 
growths that fasten themselves upon 
the shell. 
A remarkab le example of 
this may b e seen in the British museum, 
where ha 4 b een placed an old crab of 
the edib le species, with some half- 
dozen oysters of largo size fixed to its 
b ack, which leal, ever increasing, the 
old crab xvas doomed to carry to the 
end of its days. 
Another curious speci­ 
men preserved is that of a hairy crab , 
which, though not larger itself than a 
xx’alnut, is saddled with a sponge as 
large as a man’s fist. 


A Du mas Story of Palmerston. 
Dumas loved to laugh at the expense 
of English stiffness and reserve. 
One 
of his b est stories was this: 
One day 
Victor Hugo and I were invited to dine 
xv’ith the duke of Decazes, 
Among the 
guests were Lord and Lady Palmerston 
—of course, this happened b efore the 
Feb ruary revolution. 
At midnight tea 
xvas handed around. 
Victor Hugo and 
I xvere sitting side b y side chatting 
merrily.

Parma, there is very strong evidence 
that lie was really the Du e de Beau ­ 
fort, with whose mysteriou s disappear­ 
ance, in the latter half of tho seven­ 
teenth centu ry, we will commence ou r 
list. 
He was the grandson of Henry 
IV. of France and the fair Gabrielle, 
Du chess of Beau fort 
He was a most 
adventu rou s man, and ever k eeping 
Lou is N IV .’s ministers in “hot water.” 
He was the favorite of 
the 
fiery 
Paris mob, always an important factor 
in French government. 
Kidnaping 
political enemies was a common strata­ 
gem then on the Continent 
Beau fort 
went to Canada with the French troops 
sent there on an expedition, and was 
never seen pu blicly again, having been, 
it was said, k illed. 
Bu t a ru mor grew 
stronger and stronger that he was the 
mysteriou s captive who was in tho Isle 
8 te. Margu erite, where he ilu ng the 
silver dish ou t, which was pick ed u p by 
the fisherman who owed his life to 
never having been tau ght to read. 
W hat made these ru mors stronger was 
the k nowledge that the prisoner was 
treated with all the honor and defer­ 
ence shown to royalty. 
Lou is XIV. 
took great interest in the veiled cap­ 
tive, whoever he was, and who died in 
the Bastile ju st twelve years earlier 
than the Grand Monarch. 
Bu t the 
brilliant Du e do Beau fort, thou gh 
sou ght for by troops of friends, disap­ 
peared from all pu blic gaze from tho 
time he reached Canada. 
Next we will consider a very d'ffer- 
ent and mu ch hu mbler person who 
mysteriou sly disappeared, and abou t 
whose disappearance as little is k nown 
now’, after immense investigation, as 
there was 134 years ago.

Elizabeth Canning, whose ease set all

disappeared in Bishopsgate street, on 
her way to her mother’s shop in Alder 
manbu ry, then a street of small old- 
fash'oned hou ses. 
Rewards wero of 
fered, inqu iries made, bu t the ill-lit 
streets, fu ll of ru ffians, and the absence 
of police, made any ou trage possible. 
Nearly a month passed, when one night 
a spectral figu re tottered into the Al- 
bermanbu ry shop, in whose emaciated 
'face and form her mother hardly recog­ 
nized Elizabotli Canning. 
She said 
ishe had been imprisoned in a lonely 
hou se at Enfield. 
Two women were 
tried, convicted, and, u nder the then 
Draconian laws, sentenced to death. 
A reaction came. 
England was divided 
into friends and foes of tlie girl. 
The 
women were pardoned and the girl was 
tried for perju ry, convicted, and trans­ 
ported for seven years; bu t it was a 
nominal sentence, for she married in 
the convict settlement, throve, retu rn­ 
ed home and died esrly. 
Very many 
considered her a martyr; her princi­ 
ples and demeanor were u niformly re­ 
ligiou s, modest and qu iet, and ’ her 
character excellent. 
Many controver­ 
sies have been held, bu t of that mys­ 
teriou s disappearance we k now ju st as 
mu ch and ju st as little as did onr an­ 
cestors in the reign of George IL, who, 
by the wav, took a personal interest in 
the inqu iries.—Lo n d o n Tid -Bits.
